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DETAILED ACTION 

Terminal Disclaimer 

1 . The terminal disclaimers filed on 9/13/2004 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of US patent 
6,755,532 and any patent granted on application number 10/662,208 has been reviewed and is 
accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 3-6 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's timely 
filling of the terminal disclaimers and amending the claims to eliminate the nonstatutory and 
statutory double patenting respectively has overcome the rejection based on the copending 
application and patent and accordingly the claims are allowable. The applicant having 
eliminated the double patenting rejections; claims 3-6 are allowed for the reasons that the parent 
application 16/662,208 was allowed, namely that the prior art including the applicant and the 
common assignee's own work does not teach a left and right pupil imaging system where both 
the left and right imaging system both have their own curved mirrors and wherein the 
autostereoscopic optical apparatus has a beamsplitter disposed to fold both left and right image 
paths. Examples of similar prior art are: 

US 5,483,307 to Anderson which teaches a beamsplitter 17 in figure 1 and 2 but one 
common curved mirror 18 
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US 6,014,164 to Woodgate et al. which teaches in figure 23 an autostereoscopic system 
with left and right imaging systems and a beam splitter (129) as well as two curved mirrors (140 
and 141), however the modulators (127 and 128) are after the beam splitters and therefore 
Woodgate does not project a left curved image towards the center of curvature of the curved 
mirrors, since the light is not image light until after the modulator. 

Accordingly since none of these prior art examples teach the claim subject matter nor any other 
prior art of record teaches the claim subject matter, the claims are allowed.
